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REDUCED FARES AND INCREASED 
PROFITS, 


Some discredit has been cast upon 
the rumored purchase of the Southern 
Pacific by Rockefeller and his asso- 
ciates because it was stated that in 
such event rates would be lowered. 
The Chronicle thinks that the idea of 
“the worst monopoly in the country 
doing anything voluntarily to help the 
people is amusing.“ 

It would, perhaps, be so—and im- 
probable also—were the objects of such 
areduction only to help the people, 
but the improbability vanishes when 
we suppose that in doing s the mo- 
nopoly would also help itself, and we 
have strong grounds for such 
supposition, The history of the rail- 
road business throughout the world has 
given repeated proofs that a lowering 
of rates, while followed by u temporary 
decline in protits, has resulted in a 
permanent gain. In Belgium, after 
the government acquired the roads, 
three consecutiye reductions in fare 
were made, and the profits are now 
greater than at first, although the 
third-class fare is only 4 cent a 
mile. In Austro-Hungary, the zone“ 
system of low-fixed fares within cer- 
tain circumferences has proved so suc- 
cessful that other countries are think- 
ing of adopting it. Then we have the 
example of the postoffices in various 
countries, which have steadily reduced 
rates with profit to themselves. 

It does not cost much more to haul a 
full passenger car than an empty one, 
and it is pretty sure that three people 
would travel from New York to San 
Francisco at a $50 fare where one now 
makes the trip at a cost of $100, And 
as to freights, thousands of carloads 
more might be profitably shipped from 
this county within six months were 
the rates reduced. 

For these reasons, there is nothing 
at all essentially improbable in the 
statement that a far-sighted man like 
Rockefeller would reduce fares and 
thus increase travel, were he to assume 
management of the railroad. 


BiG FIGURES AND A BIG COUNTRY, 


. Maj. Brook, chief of the division of 
statistics, has submitted to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury an interesting re- 
port concerning the resources of the 
Pacific Coast. Many of the figures will 
be news to the average Pacific Coaster. 
The report makes an excellent show- 
ing for this section, especially 
when we consider how newa country 
it is. 

Wheat has for some time been ahead 
of gold in the Golden State. During 
five years the wheat crop in California 
exceeds the gold and silver product by 
844.256.4333; and in Washington by 
$26,626,261. In 1889 California’s gold 
and silver product was $14,034,313, 
wheat $30,646,844, cattle and sheep 
$32,000,000, fruit $16,000,000. From 
1882 to 1890, inclusive, Washington’s 
wheat crop was valued at #35,617,990. 
From 1869 to 1889, inclusive, Oregon’s 
wheat yield was $142,653,627. The pro- 
duct of the salmon industry for 1889 
Was 1,650,000 cases. In 1890 Texas led 
in the number of sheep, California 
coming second with 4,035,120, and 
Oregon third. Exports’ of lumber 
irom from the Pacific Coast in 1890 
amounted to $2,379,432. 

Alaska, which many people thought 
a dear purchase when we bought it of 
Russia, exported products in 1889 to 
the value of nearly $10,000,000. 

These are big figures for a section 
which is only about a quarter of a 
century old as a producer of any- 
thing but gold, hides and tallow. Who 
can say how much greater the figures 
will be twenty-five years hence?

PROSPEROUS AMERICA AND HUN-

It is estimated that the total defi- 
ciency in the European wheat crop, 
which will have to be supplied from 
external sources, will be about 380,- 
000,000 of bushels. Great Britain 
will bave almost au average crop. but 
the French deficiency will be from 
130,000,090 to 175,000,000 bushels. 
This must mean good prices for Amer- 
ican wheat. Our own crop is estima- 
ted at from 500.000.000 to 550,000,000 
bushels, of which we need for home 
consumption say 366,000,000 bushels, 
leaving a surplus of 190,000,000 bushels 
for export. 
-Commenting on these apparently 
highly encouraging figures for the 
United States, Henry Clews says: 


We are in a position to furnish to Europe 
close upoo—or possibly fully—one-haif of 
ita total required. imports of wheat. This 
means that this one item ey ood ‘exports 
will amount to something near 8200, 000, 000. 
To the United States, this is a very ex- 
hilerating prospect; but to Europe it is a 
very gloomy one, Even were the European 
nations in a prospervus condition, such an 
extraordinary necessity to buy bread from 
foreign countries would be appaliing: but, 
coming after an enfeebling financial crisis,

Financial Criticisms. 
Los ANGELES, July 15, 1891.—[To 
the Editor of Tux Times.}] As the 


the 15th inst., entitled. A Triple 
Currency,“ invites criticism, permit 
me to point out that the practical 
working of the plan he proposes, would 
be to bring our monetary standard 
straightway to a_silver-basis, tempor- 
arily, at least. 

It is unreasonable to suppose that 
the owners of gold now in the United 
States Treasury, represented by the. 
gold certificates, would consent to the 
substitution of coin certificates in place 
of their present evidences of owner- 
ship, to wit, gold certificates. Your 
correspondent himself, would not do 
that. Of course the silver and the 
gold dollar are equally al dollars 
according to the statute k, -and 
there is no going behind the implica- 
tions of that fundamental fact. But, 
by perverse practice, or by reversal of 
the true bimeta lie rule, to wit, 
by paying debts in the dearer com- 
modity, gold, instead of the cheaper 
commodity, silver, as in strict accord- 
ance with law and morals, we might 
have done, we have helped to increase 
the demand for geld since 1873, to 
such an extent that its value, 
as compared with other commodi- 
ties, or with silver, has been 
increased some 30 per cent., and the 
silver dollars have been increased 
artiticially in value, in like proportion. 
The present gold value of the silver in 
the standard silver dollar is about 774 
cents. In terms of gold, the owner of 
a $1000 U. S. Treasury gold certificate, 
is entitled at any time to demand and 
to reesive 1000 gold dollars. The 
owner of a 81000 U. S. Treasury silver 
certificate is also entitled to draw 1000 
silver dollars, which, so long as the 
Government keeps them artificially at 
par with the appreciated gold dollars, 
will practically bave the same value 
as 1000 goli dollars, although their 
intrinsic value would only be about 
equal to 775 gold dollars. With free 
coinage of both silver and gold, as ad- 
vocated in your correspondent’s fourth 
proposition, it is not reasonable to sup- 
pose that the owner of a $1000 gold 
certificate would be willing, or could or 
should be compelled to exchange vit 
for a $1000 coin certificate, (as recom- 
mended in proposition number one) 
for the latter would be legally payable 
in either kind of dollars. And, as 
under free coinage, silver dollars 
would only have the value of the silver 
that is in them, it is not to be supposed 
that the Government, after silver 
should for the time being have become 
the actual standard, would deliver 
$1000 gold value in satisfaction of a 
claim which could be legally liquidated 
by $775 gold value, or, what would 
practically be the same thing, 1000 
silver dollars.

BURNED OUT, 
The Business Part of Boulder Creek 
Destroyed, 

SANTA CRVUZE, July 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Fire broke out last 
night at Boulder Creek, fourteen 
miles from here, and before morning 
the whole business part of the place, 
with the exception of one building, 
was in ashes. 
The buildings burned consisted of 
seven saloons, a hotel, jewelry store, 
restaurant, candy store, fruit store, 
livery stable, blacksmith shop and 
several dwellings.

SWITCHMEN SCURED. 


HOW THEY TRIED TO COERCE 
THE TRAINMEN. 


Some Inside History Regarding the 
Recent Strike on the Chicago 
and Northwestern 
Railroad,

Cnicaao, July 16.—[By the Assosi- 
ated Press.] Grand Master Wilkinson 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, has issued acircular giving the

The circular puts the switchmen’s 
association in a bad light. It says

would not join the switchmen’s order. 


Tue persecution was kept up, and last 
March the discharge of Frunk Me- 
Nerney, the yardmaster, at the in- 
stance of the switchmen, opened anew 
the conflict. The matter was 
brought before the grand council 
of the federation, but without 
result. At the meeting a representative 
of the switchmen’s associatiou said 
that body claimed the right to coerce 
every manin the switching service to 
become a member of the association 
the right to drive from the service any 
man who does not pay dues to the or- 
ganization; the right to say who shall 
be employed as yardmusters. They 
claimed that members of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen had no 
right in the yards, and added that the 
time is coming when a man can not 
work in any yard unless he isa mem- 
ber of the switchmen’s association. 
Grand Master Wilkinson adds that, 
failing to get satistact ion from the 
switchmen, or Federation of ‘Train- 
men, be appealed to the Northwestern 
management, and the result is known.

WOMAN’S EXCHANGE. 


ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING HELD 
YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 


A New Soclety Organized to Carry 
on the Work—Speeches by 
Mavor Hazard and Several 
Prominent Divines. 


“The corpse of the Flower Festival So- 
ciety was neatly laid out, its eyes closed 
forever and its hands peacefully crossed 
over its lifeless breast,” remarked a prom- 
inent lady the other day, referring to the 
effusion of Mrs. Charlotte M. Wills, refer- 
ence to which was made in Tue Times of 
Wednesday morning. 

Well, perhaps it was, but phcenix-like, a 
new society has arisen from the ashes of 
the old to carry on the work of the 
Woman’s Industrial Exchange. 

The mass-meeting called for the purpose 
of laying before the public the plaus of the 
new organization convened yesterday at 
3 o’clock in the Los Angeles Theater. The 
parquet and dress circle blossomed out 
with the faces of many prominent women 
of the city. A dozen or so men were mixed 
up with the crowd also, On the stage were 
seated Mayor Hazard, Mrs. C. M. Sever- 
ance, Mrs. F. A. Eastman, Mrs. W. A. El- 
derkin, Mrs. M. Hughes and Miss Fette, 
who have been prominently identified with 
the work, besides the speakers whose names 
occur below. 

A solo by a sweet-voiced singer intro- 
duced the exercises, and then Mayor 
Hazard made afewremarks in his char- 
acteristicaily genial fashien, pleasantly in- 
troducing the subject and givipg it his 
sanction. ‘The Mayor acted as chairman, 
and introduced the speakers one after 
another. 

Mrs. Juana A. Neal read from manuscript 
avery good outline of the work of ex- 
changes in general, which is familiar to all 
readers of Tue TIMES. 

Afterward Airs. Jeanne C. Carrreada 
well prepared paper on the subject in band, 
advocating the establishment of the ex- 
change in a convenient locality. 

rs. Joslyn, who is to be the manager of 
the new exchange, gave some of the practi- 
cal details ot the flower festival exchange 
for the past four years, during which time 
she bas been the manager. In that time 15,- 
000 articles have been disposed of, ranging 
in price from 5 cents up to $50, and reatiz- 
ing 419.600, Last year $7000 worth of arti- 
cles were sold, and through the registry de- 
partment, employment was givea to 386 
girisand woman. She described at length 
the amount of labor involved in the con- 
ducting of the exchange. Over 2600 letters 
and 600 postal cards have been sent out, 
considerab.e business having been done in 
Arizona, New Mexico and Texas. She 
read extracts from letters received from 
consignors since the closing of the 
exchange, all showing what a means of 
practical benefit it had been to poor women, 
who expressed deep regret that this avenue 
of self-support was to be closed. 

Mrs. Lieut. Frémont then sang a solo, 
„In the Golden Morning“ in a pleasing 


style 

J. W. Mitchell was the next speaker, aod 
was followed by Rev. A. J. Wells, both 
gentlemen expressing their hearty codpera- 
tion in the work. 

Rey. I. W. Haskins also spoke some en- 
couraging words and Rev. Dr. Hutchins 
followed, heartily indersing the enterprise. 
It is an opportunity.to make smooth the 
rough way of many a poor woman; itis a 
delicate way of extending a charity and it 
is the truest aid one can bestow—to help 
woman to help herself. In this connection 
Dr. Hutchins took occasion to advocate the 
idea which isthe popular one of the day, 
that every woman, no matter what her cir- 
cumstances, should be trained to some pro- 
fession or made preficient in some line of 
work whereby she may earn a livelihood 
should circumstances demand it, 

Rev. J. 8. Thomson, the scholarly Uni- 
tarian divine, was the next speaker, and 
his remarks were listened to with closest 
attention. He began by saying, The point 
made by our brave and reliabie Mayor, who 
has always the courage to stand by his con- 
victions, is that just what the law required 
of us in the way of taxation as citizens does 
not fully discharge our obligations, This 
work,” he said, is not only a charity but 
it is a duty.“ He referred to the work of 
the Boston Woman's Industrial and Educa- 
tional Union, with which he was somewhat 
familiar, and thought it was time that our 
ideals be brought down to practical things. 
His remarks were typical of the man, broad, 
earnest, simple and right to the point, Fre- 
quent applause signified the appreciation of 
Lis listeners. 

Rev. George F. Bugbee was the next 
speaker and presented the financial out- 
look. About $500 has been received by do- 
nation, and there are 500 subscribers en- 
rolled as members with one fee of $1 each. 
Four have subscribed #5 per month each, and 
about tifty have subscribea 81 per month 
each, so the ladies feel sure that they have 
sufficient’'funds to warrant opening the ex- 
change at once. Rooms in the Potomac 
Block have heen secured of J. T. Griffith, 
who has made a generous reduction in the 
rent. Mrs. C. M. Severance is president of 
the new organiz:tion, Mmes. Wills, M. 
Hughes and Miss Frémont, vice-presidents ; 
Miss M. M. Fette, recording secretary; urs. 
Wells, corresponding secretary; aud Mrs. 
Fred C. Howes, treasurer. 

Maj. Elderkin made the closing speech 
and called ‘for volunteer. subscriptions, A 
few responded and others left their sub- 
scriptions with the ushers at the door, who 
were provided with slips for the purpose. 

It is intended to open the exchange at an 
early date, and with the central location, 
the financial and the efliclent 
board of managers its success is assured 
from the outset. |
